If this is the case, does it not 
also mean that each of the others is entitled to 5%, in a total that will exceed the 
income from the record?

I got home I phoned 7CAU end . The Jack McKinney people were disgusted with the 
tecord and will net use it. Schiller has been invited to V?3B|3. If he shows they will 
pseth me in by phone. Here your letter of 12/5 and anything else you can think of, 
especially his slanderous inferences about me, can be helpful.
